In tho nows itom we published 
yoatordoy rogarding tho possibil- 
ity of adding tho Bochuanaland 
Protectorato and Swaziland to 
tho Union of South Africa, thora 
is soon another instance of tho 
gradual oxpansion of the South 
Afrioan colonial torritorios, inso- 
far as thoy form actual parte of 
tho British Empire distinot from 
moro areas ovor which the Crown 
has protootivo suzorainty. While 
tho tendoncy in somo directions 
appears to be to givo up torritory 
to tho native poople, such as in 
tho caso of Egypt, the policy 
whoro dovolopmont is still going 
on is to add to, and consolidate, 
tho Empire until its administre- 
tion becomes simplifiod and 
contralised in the main groups of 


[Colonies that sro now onjoying 


solf-governmont. <A significant 
fonturo of rocont Imporial dis- 
cusstons bos boon tho inclina- 
tion to look moro favourably 
than somo yoars ago on tho poss- 
ibilitios of sottling sub-tropical 
torritorios with omigrants of tho 
whito racos---for inatanco in tho 
Australian ‘Northorn Torritory 
and North Queonsland, in Konya, 
and the warmor parts of South 
Africo, Already, with the growth 
of industry and othor dovolop- 
ments, thoro is a steady inoreaso 
in the population of tho Ovorsens 
Colonics, and one osn obtain 
somo ides of what tho future 
might hold out in the way of 
oxpansion by taking tha oxamplo 
ef tho United States of Amorica, 
o hundrod yoars ago but sparso- 
ly cottled by formor British 
colonists. - 

For a fine survey of tho Em- 
pire's future, ono canpot do 
bottor than tum to a rocent 
address delivored at the Royal 
Colonial Instituto by Sir Goorgo 
Foster, G.O.M.G,, whoso setvice 
to. Imporial noods goes back 
e long poriod in Osnada and 
other places. Spoaking of tho 
linke of Empire, and tho abouad- 
ing value of the Imperial 
torritdries both as to present 
condition and future promise, ho 
sald: “ Within tho bounds of 
tho British Empire Ite productive 
ponslbilitios whioh are unequalled

by. thoro of any othor ompiro of 


anoiont or modorn timo." Theso}. 


worda ho proved by -reforonces 
to the main produots of parts of 
tho Empire, and tho possibilitics 
of making thom supply-aroas 
capable of mooting tho noods of 
tho’ wholo world, with wool from 
Africa ond Australasia, cotton 
from o. number of districts 
hitherto almost untouched, 
sugar from all’ tho tropical 
places, and grain food supplies 
from Canada ‘ond Australia. 
Doaling noxt with thé population 
of tho Empiro, he pointed out 
that tho presont figures word 
about 65,000,000 white people 
and noarly 360,000,000 of native 
racos; and looking into the 
futuro ho calculated tho growth 
of Imporial | menpowor during 
the presont contury to moro 
than. 200,000,000 whit ‘ peoplo 
and anything up to about 
750,000,000 ofa tiative population. 
In Jooking to's future Empire of 
continued prospority, wo prosumo 
ho takes it for granted that 
oconomic probloms duo to this 
hugo dovelopmont will havo beon 
satiefaotorily solved, and that 
producing aroas will not be ovor- 
taxed, It is novortholoss a cloar 
concoption of the promise which 
tho Imporial partnorship holds 
out to the coming gonorations, 


and a furthor incontive to the 


presont holdors of tho Empiro's 
horitago to keop it intact, and, 
ero they pass away, to do what 
they canto foster ita. oppor- 
tunities of growth. 


Kowloon iospital. 


Tho quostion of tho accom- 
modation likely to bo available 
whén the now Kowloon Hospital 
is oponod is’ still prousing much 
attontion, and thoro is plonty of 
evidonco that it is gonorally 
considored to po, inadoquate for 
present needa, lot otono futuro 
roquiromonts. Lt is idle to cito 
the fact that somo. yoars ago tho 
Govornmont discovored that tho 
numbor of pationts from Kowloon 
who wont across tho harbour for 
troatmont only averaged about 
ono ao weok. That figure would 
obviously, wo imagino, only refor 
to admissions to Govornmont 
hospitals. In ony ovent, that 
was somo yoars ago, since whon 
tho population of Kowloon has 
grown tromondously. von at 
vho figuro givon, it ia conceivable 
that difficulty would bo ox- 
poriencod in gotting a bed in tho 
now Kowloon institution, for only 
in few casos ‘do patients remain 
in for a wook or less; and it, must 
bo romomborod thas thoro is only 
to bo room for throo first-class 
patients whon tho now Hospital 
opens. Brom ovory’ standpoint 
it is desirable that moro 
accommodation. bo provided at 

earlicat possiblo. momont, 

question of  pormitting 
“outside” -dootors to attond thoir 
own pationts in tho hospital 
is oqually important. Wo oan 
goo no roason why this procodure 
should not be followed—indeod, 
wo would much liko to goo it 
oxtended to all hospitals in tho 
Colony.

in seeking to reach a world settla- 
ment on: this ‘vitally important 
Probl m2, !
